EXTRADITION TO WASHINGTON 
DENIED BY SUPERIOR 
COURT.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 14.—An 
order denying the extradition of 
Jafet Lindeberg, Tacoma and San 
Francisco capitalist, to Tacoma for 
trial on an indictment charging the 
illegal diversion of funds from the 
defunct Scandinavian - American 
Bank, was issued today by the Su- 
Perior Court. 

The order marks the successful 
conclusion of habeas corpus proceed- 
ings brought by Lindeberg to ob- 
tain his release. 

Tue court held that the indictment 
did not state a specific extraditable 
offense.

From the $100,000, $60,000 will 
go toward the tion's main- 
tenance, and $40,000 will be asked 
for a building fund, this sum aug- 
menting $60,600 which the directors 
have in hand from the sale of the 
former building at Third and Hill 
streets.

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JAPS TO PLAN 
NEW POLICIES. 


May Revamp Their Activities 
in the Far East. 


High Officials to Attend the 
Colonial Meeting. 


Complete Evacuation of Si- 
| beria to be Discussed. 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

TOKIO, May 14.—Bxamination of 
Japan's position relative to the en- 
tire field of questions affecting the 
Far East is the object of a colonial 
conference to be held here soon, ac- 
cording to authoritative information. 


This conference, which possibly 
may remodel Japan's policy in B6i- 
beria and in China, will be attend- 
2d by the highest Japanese civil and 
‘military officials, holding positions 
in China, Siberta, Korea, Shantung, 
| Kawangtung and Manchuria. 
One of the principal subjects to be 
considered is aid to be the com- 
plete military evacuation of Siberia. 
| Forecasts of the work of the con- 
ference also emphasize the im- 
portance placed upon the question 
of Shantung, in which China persists 
in declining to enter into negotia- 
tions for the restoration to her of 
that district. In an attempt to 
hasten a solution of the question, it 
is said, Japan may decide to with- 
draw her troops from the Tsinan- 
Fu Railroad, but reports that this 
country intends to release the entire 
| peninsula of Shantung uncondition- 
ally, are authoritatively described as 
nonsensical as Japan probably will 
insist that Tsing-tau be made an in- 
ternational port. 

RBCOGNITION IMPOSSIBLE. 


There is said to be no possibility 
of recognition being given the South 
Chinese government at Canton, of 
which Dr. Sun Vat Sen is President. 
There are indications also that Japan 
| is seriously examining the possibil- 
‘ity of a trade agreement with the 
Far Eastern republic, which has its 
seat of government at Chita. 
| America’s attitude toward Japan's 
activities in the Far East is deeply 
| occupying the Japanese, who ap- 
|parentiy are trying to understand 
what significance lies behind the re- 
cent note sent to the powers by Sec- 
retary of States Hughes relative to 
the disposition of mandates over 
islands in the Pacific. 

Endeavors will be made, it is de- 
clared, te determine America’s exact 
intentions in the Far Past and 
Japan is said to be disposed frankly 
to outline her own attitude. The 
Foreign Office declines to discuss the 
visit to America df Admiral Uriu, 
who is a close friend of Secretary of 
State Hughes and Secretary of War 
Weeks. 

The trend of public discussion 
here relative to relations between 

merten and Japan is distinctly 
away from the immigration problem 
and toward the vaster field of Asia, 
it being believed that an understand- 
ing on Asiatic matters is urgently 
needed. 

Emphasizing this view, Count 
Sovejima, a Liberal member of the 
House of Peers, has begun a series 
of articles on relations between 
Japan and America, with the avowed 
purpose of throwing such light on 
the situation as may lead to an ad- 
jJustrment. He diemiased the Call- 
fornia question as a iocal difficulty, 
but inelets that potential causes of 
trouble exist on Asiatic questions.

TO BE HONORED. 


Golden Jubilee for “Padre of 
the Rains” Soon. 


University of Santa Clara 
Puts Aside Whole Day. 


Men in All Walks of Life to 
Share in Tributes. 


Not only the Alumni Association of 
the University of Santa Clara, which 
is standing sponsor for the affair, 
but hundreds of citizens of Call- 
fornia, representing all walks of life 
and all professions of faith, will join 
with the students of the university 
in celebrating the golden jubilee of 
— her Jerome B. Ricard on the 30th 
nst, 


The “Padre of the Rains,” as he 
is affectionately called, will on this 
date have completed fifty vears of 
service as a priest of the Catholic 
church and forty-eight years as a 
teacher at Santa Clara. During all 
these years he has devoted himself 
to the task of attempting to devise 
and put into actual operation a 
scientific method forecasting 
weather conditions and of supply- 
ing to the rancher and the orchard- 
ist information more valuable than 
any other gift which could come to 
them. 


GENERALLY RIGHT. 


For the last twenty years, by the 
use of great masses of accumulated 
data, the priest-professor has been 
able to accurately forecast rainfall 
thirty days in advance and records 
prove that he has been correct ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the 
time. 

The University of Santa Clara oc- 
cupies the site upon which stood the 
historic mission of the same name a 
century and a half ago. The old 
mission buildings have long since 
gone, but there still remain traces 
of garden paths and olive orchards. 
Out beyond the orchards in a great 
broad meadow, toward the town of 
San Jose, Father Ricard has estab- 
lished two telescopes under sepa- 
rate domes, and from these every 
day in the year he makes a reading 
of the spots on the sun, and care- 
fully charts them for reference and 
comparison. -

FOR A WORLD PACT. 


EPRESENTATIVES of the United States are again sitting with the 
Supreme Council of the Allies. America was forced four years ago 
against her will, by a condition which diplomacy could not evade, 

to take part in the military conflict in Europe. A condition equally in- 
escapable has obliged us to participate in the struggle to win an economic 
peace. America can no more separate herself from the nations of the world 
than the earth can withdraw from the solar system. 


Interdependence has triumphed over isolation. The peoples of the 
world are being drawn by economic forces as powerful as the laws of 
gravitation into an association for mutual protection. The experience of 


the last seven years has proved that no people can enjoy the blessings of 
peace while the rest of the world is at war, that Europe cannot burn without 


will be millions of empty stomachs in the United States, that when a 
government of Europe is overthrown by anarchy our own is rendered less 
secure. 

Economic security cannot be assured in the United States until it is re- 
constituted overseas. So it is necessity rather tham choice that has impelled 
President and the Secretary of State to again make common cause with 
late allies. The will to peace, both military and economic, is as strong 


proved that it is to be found in association, not in isolation. 

There are groups in every civilized society that live in the past, that 
the lessons of history backwards—groups with limited vision, who 
all that they cannot understand. Those groups will still be found 
crying that we must keep out of Europe. They would codify our traditions 
into a decalogue. They would apply the admonitions given to us in our 
childhood among the nations to our virile manhood. They forget that, 
while the infant must cling for refuge to his nurse, the fully developed man 
must boldly face the world and wrest from it his living.

HE world cannot be made safe for the free peoples until the rights of 
industry are assured.

Such an association did not exist in 1914; but three years of frightful 
slaughter of human beings and colossal destruction of the agencies by which 
people exist forced the free nations of the world into a common union for 
mutual preservation. 

All who are mentally honest with themselves must perceive that we 
can no more honorably escape membership in an association of nations 
to preserve the military peace and the economic stability of the world than 
we could avoid entrance into the World War. The logic of events is un- 
answerable. The spirit of the world is turning from war to industry and 
economic lines now draw the peoples into so close an association that in- 
dustrial isolation is unthinkable. 

Many have failed to understand that the Treaty of Versailles is an 
economic as well as military document. More than half its provisions deal 
with economic settlements. Upon the enforcement of those decrees de- 
pends the industrial stability of oug own country, as well as of the European 
states. Yet the signature of our government is still withheld; and our 
is now placed in the indefensible position of helping to enforce 


government is 
the terms of a treaty that it refuses to sign. There is no honor, no credit, 
no safety in such an attitude. Our friends in Europe can but marvel at 


HE very voices of those who died that free government might live un- 

menaced by military despotism are crying to us from eternal silences 
to finish the work for which they made the supreme sacrifice. They died 
of supermen that those who lived after might impel the nations 
of universal peace to higher and nobler things. They wore the 
secure to us the crown that some would have us now spurn as not 


the winning. For us to hold back longer is to betray those who died. 

Otis, the great builder of The Times, served in two of his coun- 

try's wars and saw his grandsons enlisted in the last great struggle. He 

knew the horrors as well as the glories of military conflict and, with the 
wisdom that experience and reflection bring, he devoted a part of the last 
years of his life to drafting a plan for an association of nations to remove 
the causes of war by guaranteeing justice to all peoples, irrespective of their 
military and economic strength. 
Gen. Otis believed in a world government, whose decrees would be 
formulated by an international council, judged by an international court 
and supported by the combined force of all the associated nations. In 
epitomizing his plan he wrote: 

* It provides for a Universal Peace Pact— à government of 
governments, which shall be in name and in fact a world govern- 
ment. 

It preserves, and does not destroy, the national 
the territorial integrity or the independent autonomy of any o 
the individual nations. | 

The World Government is intended to be protective and 
benevolent, not oppressive, destructive, or a menace to the na- 


Relief, succor and aid for the unfortunate, suffering or 
~ threatened nations or peoples are plainly provided for, thus mak- 
‘ing the World Government a great refuge in emergencies. 


This epitome refers to the draft of a pact containing twenty-two ar- 
ticles. It is one of the earliest as well as the clearest of expressions of 
the aspiration of the free and peace-loving peoples of the world for an 
association which would make a war of aggression so plainly suicidal to 
any nation that wars would no longer be fought. It first established the 
general lines indorsed by President Harding for a new association of na- 
tions. It is easily understood by all Americans, for it is an internationalization 
of the Monroe Doctrine. No wars of fote among nations have been 
fought on the Western Hemisphere since that notable policy was promulgated. 
It led to a peace that has endured for a hundred years. Why not give a 
trial to an internationalization of such a plan to embrace all the nations. 


IV. 


UCH a conclusion is logical, it is humane, it is following a clearly de- 
fined line of world progress. The President and the Secretary of State 
are proceeding in the right direction. But the friends of universal peace 
must not leave them to march alone. The weight of public opinion must 
be again thrown in the balance. It is no longer a question of Article X. 
for it is y conceded that no military pledge shall be given or ex- 
acted. American boy will be sent to fight on the battlefields of Europe 
or Asia, unless the President and Congress shall have formally declared 
war. Each generation will be the sole judge of whether it wishes to send 
an expeditionary force outside its boundaries. 

And The Times feels sanguine that we can safely trust to the manhood 
and the womanhood of the future to decide when an appeal to arms shall 
be desirable; fully convinced that when the international court shall decide 
against any nation or combination of nations on principles of justice and 
equity, the free people of the world will no more flinch from applying force 
to the support of justice thae they did when Germany made its historic in- 
vasion of the soil of Belgium. Never have the American people held back 
when their President and Congress summoned them to war; and The Times 
believes that the generations of the future will be as patriotic and valorous 
as the present one and the generations that have passed. . 

Once the peoples of 
the world are joined in an association to promote peace, centuries will pass 
in the same international security that has existed in the Western Hemisphere

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FAMOUS WHELOHER. 

When it comes to welching on a con 
tract by claiming that he was betrayed by 
his agents, W. R. Hearst is getting into a 
class all by himself.

A year ago 
he instructed C. F. Zittel, one of his busi- 
ness representatives, to secure for him a 
paper mill. Zittel recommended the pur- 
chase of the plant of the Dexter Sulphite 
and Paper Company at Watertown, N. . 
The stipulated price was $3,500,000. A first 
payment of $100,000 was made by Hearst, 
who secured possession of the property and 
has been operating it for a year. Business 
hasn't been good for Hearst during the 
last twelve months, however. He sought 
to capitalize radicalism in the United States 
at the close of the war; but the country re 
mained conservative. A whole flock of pro- 
German vultures have been coming home 
to roost on the doorsill of his publications, 
with a resulting financial stringency. 

Since making the first payment Hearst 
has continued to operate the paper mill, 
but has done nothing to reduce his indebt- 
edness. Last month the former owners of 
the mill brought suit against him to force 
him to carry out his contract. And now he 
has filed in New York a counter-suit, set- 
ting up the claim that Zittel gave him the 
double-cross in the purchase of the prop- 
erw, paying more than it was worth and 
arranging On the side for a fat commission. 
When a betrayer fancies himself betrayed 
he generally makes more noise than a pig 
under a gate; and Hearst is true to the 
tradition. He wants to turn back the prop- 
erty to the original owners and get his 
hundred thousand back. He is reported to 
be spending much of his time dodging to 
prevent service of papers attaching some 
of his newspaper properties. 


RYING FOR CRYER. 

The cry that goes\up for Cryer seems 
to be the voice of the people. The impres- 
sion prevails that he is excellent material 
for the Mayor's office. He has had experi- 
ence in public life and is familiar with the 
city’s business and yet is not of that selfish 
and self-assertive political type to which 
the people have become unhappily accus- 
tomed. 

What a man is in national politics is 
not supposed to be material when running 
for Mayor under the election laws of Call- 
fornia. Yet the fact that Mr. Cryer is 6 
conscientious Republican should not harm 
him tm a community which is overwhelmingly 
Republicay to start with. Mayor Snyder is 
a Democrat and has been in eight cam- 
paigns for Mayor. The odds would seem to 
be against him. 

Years ago when Gov. Dick Oglesby (Re 
publican) was campaigning in Illinois the 
plea was made that the Democrats should 
be given a chance to run the country. “My 
God! No,” exclaimed Uncle Dick in pious 
horror. “It’s all we can do to run it our- 
selves.” 

In a city where the Republicans have a 
normal majority of three or. four to one 
Democrat, it would be quite plausible that 
a Republican should occasionally be in com- 
mand. Now that we are séeking national 
aid and co-operation in so many ways, it 
would do no harm were the city govern- 
ment in tune with the national adminis 
tration. '

He sees 
no hope but for government by the 
meanest intellects. 

Hillaire Belloc yet again finds that 
the democracy as now practiced just 
isn’t democracy or anything else and 
holds the smallest possible opinion 
of existing “democratic” rulers. He 
looks for new monarchies invested 
with greater powers—or immediate 
national decline. 

This is really too bad, considering 
how hard we have been fighting to 
make the world safe for democracy. 
But it seems early days to condemn 
the poor thing. So far, democracy, 
like Christianity, has never been 
tried. For my part I have sever 
yet met any collection of democratic 
people. Now and again one meets 
a lone solitary example, just as one 
meets a very occasional Christian, 
but they are most exceptional per- 
sons. But even they are capable of 
tipping the restaurant 
there is no democracy where there 
are tips. So long as I can tip a man 
he isn't my equal. And so long as 
there are $5000-a-week movie queens 
Iam not their equal. 

However, Gilbert K. Chesterton 
believes in democracy, because he 
says he hates snobs. He defines the 
snob as one who considers a perfect 
lady one who can afford to take @ 
tax! when she gets drunk. 

Which, however, isn’t quite fair. 
Snobs are a bit more discriminating 
than that. Spobs generally toady to 
people they consider better than 
themselves and like to claim spurt- 
ous distinctions. And sometimes 
they try to live up to them—which 
isn't necessarily disadvantageous. 
And snobs are invariably careful of 
their own conduct—if they couldn't 
afford a taxi they probably would be 
careful not to get drunk. And spobs 
usually prefer to keep out of jafl. I 
am a bit of a snob myself at times, 
and get into less trouble when I am.

GIVE DISPLAY IN JUNE. 


Pons-Winnecke Star With Train Two 
Million Miles is Heading Toward 
Earth at Terrific Speed. 


Brides and poets, as a general 
rule, are permitted to monopolize 
the month of June. This year, 
however, the newlyweds and the 
verse-smiths will be obliged to share 
their fascinating June-time with a 
whizzing comet which drags a tail 
more than 2,000,000 miles in length. 

This comet is known to astron- 
omers as the Pons-Winnecke. The 
latter name is pronounced Vinnicke. 
It was named in honor of two cele- 
Pons was a 
Frenchman and Winnecke a Ger- 
man. The former, who was known 
in his day as the greater comet 
hunter,” discovered the Pons-Win- 
necke on June 12, 1819. From that 
time until 1858 it was not observed 

any of the world's astronomers. 
During the latter year, Winnecke, 
the German, observed a comet and 
for a time thought that he had 
found an entirely new one. He was 
shortly convinced that it was mere- 
ly a return of the Pons camet. 
ince that time it has always been 
referred to as the Pons-Winnecke. 

This elongated bird of the distant 
heavens, shaped something like an 
ee] or snake, is an amazingly swift 
flyer. It is traveling toward the 
United States at a speed of 72.000 
miles per hour, or 1,728,000 miles 
per day. By June 27 it will reach 
a point in the skies about 2,000,000 
miles from the earth. This will be 
sufficiently close for the tail to side- 
swipe old mother earth and show 
whether it is made of harmless ma- 
terial or damaging stuff. For several 
days pri to June 27, the brilliant 
tall willl be observable from all 
parts of the country. 

NOTHING SERIOUS. 

It is rather dificult to concelve 
of anything 2,000,000 miles in 
length. If that 2,000,000-mile tail 
were attached to a live serpent of 
some kind, capable of controlling it 
in any desired fashion, it could eas- 
lly be looped around the quatoria! 
Section of the earth eighty times. If 
the fair maid, who is supposed to 
inhabit the moon should happen to 
take a fancy to the Pons-Winnecke 
comet tall and want to decorate 
her country, she would have enough 
material to make eight blazing 
Streamers reaching all the way to 
the earth and enough left over to 
— a big bow hair ribbon for her- 
Sell. 


When Asaph Hall, professor of 
Mathematica of the United States 
Naval Observatory, Washington, 
Was asked whether any serious con- 
sequences were liable to result from 
ithe swishing of the Pons-Win- 
necKke's tail against the bosom of the 
earth, he laughed heartily and said: 
“No, nothing serious is going to 
happen. The result of the contact 
will merely be a spectacular show- 
er of meteorites in the skies. They 
will travel so ewiftly through space. 
that they will doubtless be entirely 
burned ont before reaching this

DISMISS DANGER IDEA, 


This view of Prof. Hall is con- 
curred in by that eminent English 
Scientist. George F. Chambers, who 
Says: “The idea of any danger hap- 
Pening to our planet, or to any other 
Dianet, from the advent of any of 
these wandering strangers may be 
dismissed once and for all, espe- 
Claily as we now know that the 
earth passed bodily through the tail 
of the great comet of 1861 during 
June of that year.” 

This calm and serene view of 
comets has not always prevalled. 
In past years the appearance of a 
comet in any section of the world 
Was invariably looked upon as an 
omen of bad luck and possible de- 
struction of the earth. The peassi- 
mistic joy-killers of the world have 
never overlooked an opportunity to 
link up any natural catastrophe 
With the coming or going of a comet. 
Here is their record of unfortunate 
occurrences covering a period from 
the year A. D. 14 down to the 
World War, which they attribute to 
comets:

Pestilence and famine 
in England, Poland and Russia.

IN AMERICA. 

In America the comet became visi- 
ble to the naked eye only late in 
the year. Then, on its approach to 
the sun, it was lost to view and 
passed over to the southern hemi- 
aphere, where it was next observed 
by Sir John Herschel in South Africa. 

Shortivy after ite brief blaze over 


North America the great “New York 
fire’ laid waste the entire business 
section of the biggest city in the new | 
world.

ENGLISH PRICES. 
The London Economist's “index 


number“ of average English com- 
modity prices as of May 1 0 interest- 
ing in several respects. It shows a 
decline of a little more than 3 per 
cent in April and a total reaction of 
40% per cent from last year’s high | 
level. This is practically the same 
total decline as has occurred in 


American prices, and the English 
average is now, like our own, the 
lowest of any month since 1916. But, |

FOREIGN EXCHANGE |

tention of investors. 

Among the issues now being of- 
fered in Southern California is the 
7 per cent first preferred stock of 
the Great Western Power Company 
of California This company has just, 
completed its second big plant on 
the North Fork of the Feather River, 
with an installed capacity of 59,000 
horsepower. This new supply of 
electrical energy added to the 77.

The public in Southern California 
is being given an opportunity § to 
participate in the purchase of the 
Great Western's preferred stock 
through Atterbury & Tuttle, Inc., of 
Los Angeles. The stock is offered at 
$93, which price yields 7% per cent 
to the investor. 


INYO MARBLE COMPANY. 
Hydroelectric power from the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct was turned on at 


Lone Pine during Friday for the 
quarries of Inyo Marble Company, 
and that big industry set in motion. 
Special power lines were run from 
both the Independence and Olancha 
plants of the Los Angeles system. 

President Louis Dapprich of the 
marble company, and E. F. Leahy 
of the Owens Valley Power and 
Light Company, a division of the 
Los Angeles municipal system, to- 
gether swung the switch that start- 
ed the hoists, compressors, gang- 
saws and other machinery 

The Pacific Coast uses 110 000,000 
a year of marble that can now be 
supplied locally, it is said, at half 
the cost of eastern marble. 

Architects and contractors from 
many Coast cities were present 
when the big power plant was put 
in operation.

In one year it was estimated that 
these vagrants cost the railroads 
$18,600,000. This included what 
was paid for protection from them, 
and the thefts of freight which were 
attributed to them. For tramps 
often get food as well as transpor- 
tation from the railroads. 

They break into shipments of 
foodstuffs and take what they can 
eat or carry away. often making it 
impossible for the railroads to de- | 
liver a case of canned goods, for 
instance, although perhaps only a 
few cans have been stolen. 

VARIETIES OF VAGRANTS. 


The estimate of half a million) 
which the railroads place upon the 
normal tramp army of America 
does not, of course, include only 
tramps properly so-called. It in- 
cludes all those wife steal rides on 
the railroads. Among these is «a. 
small number of men who are 
ordinarily steady workers, but are 


. |temporarily out of funds and ride 


the brake beams or the blind das- 
gages to get to some new job. One 
young man, for example, who was)

Such cases are few. Besides the 
true tramps, the greater number of 
these vagrants belong to the class 
of seasonal workers. The tramps 
and the seasonal workers are of) 
close kin. Many a man drifts into 


and the tramp may occasionally de- 
come a seasonal worker. 

The seasonal workers are 4 large 
and well defined class. They make 
their livings at such work as cut- 
ting ice and felling timber in the 
winter and working on lake boats 
and in the harvest fields in the sum- 
mer. When not employed these 
men congregate in large cities, such 
as Chicago. where there are great 
numbers of cheap lodging-houses 
that cater to them. ey soon learn 
to live for a year on the earnings 
of a few months, and will not take 
all-time employment of they can 
get it unless actually starving. A 
man who is used to making «a living 
out of the harvest fields in the sum- 
mer has been known to refuse work 
at ice-cutting in the winter on the 
ground that he did not need the 
money and would be merely taking 
bread out of the mouth of some 
habitual winter worker. 


LIVES LACK COMFORT. 


The lives of these men lack all 
comfort and stability, but they have 
change. adventure and leisure. 
Hence it is comprehensible that | 
men of a certain type come to pre- 
fer it. Freedom and wandering are 
the things that we all dream of, 
and the man for whom the alter- 
native is ten hours a day at some 
monotonous mechanical task cannot 
perhaps be altogether blamed if he 
prefers a life in which labor and 
leisure alternate and there is change 
of scene and occupation. 

Unfortunately society makes no 
allowance for men of that temper.

A STUDY OF TRAMPS. 


There has been much romance 
written about tramps, and also sev- | 
eral honest realistic books.

These books’ 
bring vividly home to one the so- 
cial waste and deterioration that go 
with vagrancy, but also the lure of 
freedom and adventure which leads 
men into it.

Guy Rose, winner of the William 
Preston Harrison prize at the last 
exhibition of the painters of South- 
ern California, is showing a score 


of canvases at the Friday Morning 


Club through the month of May. 


With a few exceptions, they are 
landscapes of California. 
A landscape vista may be ap- 


proached and studied in two ways 
by the painter. He may look at it 
with the objective eye only. 
may let it sk so deeply into his 
consciousness that the contempla- 
tion of it becomes transmuted by 
emotion into “something rich and 
strange,” a gijorified inner vision. 
In some this inner vision, 
f almost entirely from 
the objective, produces pictures as 
exquisite and remote as dreams. 
The objective point of view makes 
for solidity. It chains the mind and 
the eye to the actual and the pal- 
pable. It takes no 8 of the 
t 
records with honest precision 
and without prejudice. The painter 
who has R in abundance is apt to be 
literal rather than He 


His appeal is to the many who have 
the taste for facta. 

On the other hand, the dreamer. 
the symbolist, must remain content 
with a small audience. Those who 
are en rapport with him are of neces- 
sity very few in rumber, for thes 
vast majority of men are not sensi- 
tized to receive his subtie impres- 
sions of life and gf nature. To 
the most of us his work must for- 
ever remain a tantalizing problem, «a 
strange enigma. Our ae to 
comprehend makes us even a little 
resentful at times—though I think 
wrongly so, for we are probably 
mistaken in our uneasy belief that 
the artist ie making game of us. 

There remains, however, one 
class of painters not yet brought to 
our notice, and these men, I think, 
are the truer artista. They are the

Thus, they are enabled to turn the 


vision into artistic realization, into 
pictures that may be understood 
and loved. Your “favorite painter“ 
is probably one of these. 

Our California painters have been 
accused, and I think justly, of hav- 
ing a too objective viewpoint. The 
reason for this objectivity is sim- 
ple enough. The overwhelming big- 
ness and grandiosity of California 
landscape forces itself upon us 
wherever we turn. The refinements 
and subtieties are there—oh, be sure 
of that!—but they are often sub- 
merged, lost, obiiterated in the 
grandeurs. Or so it almost Seems. 
You have to look long and closely 
te find them. 

There are evidences, an increas- 
ing host of witnesses, that our paint- 
ers have begun to take the longer 
look, and that there is among them 
a growing dissatisfaction with their 
former automatic rendering of the 
substantial facts of nature, however 
beautiful these may be. 

A painter who has been an inter- 

reter from the very firet is Guy 
Trained in France, though 
born in Los Angeles, and returned 
to us only a few years ago, he is 
rediscovering our landscape for us, 
translating it, we may declare, into 
the French idiom. And the trans- 
fon has its great charm. Califor- 
nia ie more subtle, more delicate, 
more refined than we had supposed. 
Our light is more diffused, our dis- 
tances are more palely biue and 
ethereal. 

Whether Mr. Rose's landscapes 
are “truer” than those of our other 
painters is not the point. The 
truth of nature is not always the 
truth of art. If a picture ia the

Kansas has all sorts of laws 
to eradicate noxious insects, and has 
had laws to eradicate noxious ani- 
mais, including the prairie dog. But 
the movement to eradicate the jack- 
rabbit goes by fits and starts. At one 
session of the Legislature a bill is 
passed making it mandatory upon 
the county to pay a bounty for jack- 
rabbit scalps. The next lature 
comes along with a group of repre- 
sentatives from eastern counties, who 
get the law changed to make the 
payment of the bounty discretionary 
with the county commissioners. 
Sometimes the Legislature puts it up 
to a vote of the people in each county 
as to whether they “shall” or “may” 
pay the bounty. 
For the last two years the law has 
been discretionary with the county 
boards. During the coming year it 
will be compulsory. The bounty is 
onl 10 cents for each pair of jack- 
rabbit ears brought in. The rabbit, 
of course, must have been killed 
within the boundaries of the county 
where the bounty is to be paid. 
No one ever offers any objection to 
paying a bounty of $5 each for the 
acalp of a lobo wolf or a coyote. 
These animals kill chickens, sheep, 
pigs and even calves. The jackrab- 
bit never attacks any other animal 
or fowl unless, as has happened, 
that a jackrabbit has been fed a little 
silo juice. In that case jackrabbits 
have been known to spit into the 
face of a bulldog and even tackle 
windmills and the wheels of motor 
cars and motorcycles. 
The ordinary jackrabbit ts a docile 
creature, whose chief activity is the 
girdling of trees and the eating of 
the roots of wheat and alfalfa and 
other winter crops. During the de- 
bate on the bounty bill in the Legis- 
lature it was urged that bounty pay- 
ments should not be made compul- 
sory, because it might compel the 
payment of a dime per scalp of 
members of the legislative rabbits, 
those members who dodge votes, and 
it was officially decided that the 
scalp of a legislative rabbit isn’t 
worth even a dime 
But, anyway, the counties are go- 
ing to have to pay the 10 cents 


bit for the next two years, 
costa 7 cents for a shotgun shell and 
a lot of time and energy to kill a 
rabbit. But by collecting the dime 
from the county, shipping the car- 
cass to the Salvation Army in east- 
ern cities for distribution to the poor

out what I thought would be about right 
for my requirements. The result of my 
plans has proven extremely satisfactory 
after nearly a year's use. The . 
kodak picture of it will give you an idea of 
how it looks. 
My lot faces east and is fifty feet wide. 
My chicken yard is on the rear twenty feet 
of my lot and extends more than half way 
across the lot, about twenty by thirty feet 
in all. Im the northwest corner of my 
chicken yard (just as close to both the west 
and north fences as the building permits 
allow) I built a chicken house eight feet 
wide by tem feet long, five feet high im the 
rear and seven feet high in front. The 
ends and back are solid, and the door is 
in the south side, thus avoiding all chances 
ef drafts through the house. After taking 
the door space out the lower half of the 
balance of the south side was boarded up 
and the upper half covered with poultry 
netting. A canvas curtain is dropped over 
this open netting whenever weather condi- 
tions require it.

| QUALITY OF WORKMANSHIP AND 


MATERIALS EVERYTHING IN PIPE. 


HERE are some 25,000 miles of concrete 
irrigation pipe in use in Southern Cal, 
fornia at the present time, it is esti- 

mated. Rapid developments in machine 
methods of manufacture have facilitated the 
making of good concrete irrigation pipe to 
the point where today the fabricating of 
such pipe is recognized as an industry of 
considerable Importance. 


The use of Goncrete pipe for the convey- 
ance of irrigation water dates back to the 
early days of the citrus industry in South- 
ern California, thirty-five or forty years ago. 
Following the first decade of its use, it fell 
into more or less dis te, owing to the 
man tallures which showed up on the first 
systems installed. With improved methods 
of manufacture and increase in knowledge 
concerning the proper mixing of concrete 
for pipe making, conerets irrigation pipe has 
come back, and this time to stay. The past 
decade has seen its use become almost unt 
versal, particularly as a means of conveying 
costly irrigation water to the thousands of 
acres of citrus and deciduous fruit orchards 
of the Southland. 0 


For the manufacture of satisfactory con- 
crete pipe there are a number of essentials 
that should be borne in mind. By good irrt. 
gation pipe is meant that sort which lasts 
practically indefinitely improving with age, 
and which will withstand considerable a- 
ternal pressure and resist external disin- 
tegration. It is possible to so manufacture 
concrete irrigation pipe that these essen- 
tials are achieved. It is also possible to put 
together cement, sand and gravel to form 
irrigation pipe in such a manner that at the

[It tis in the use of sand which is 
not clean, but which contains considerable 
quantities of silt and organic matter that 
one of the commonest mistakes is made in 
the manufacture of concrete pipe. Such 
pipe does not last. Washing all sand used 
will prove a profitable investment. 

Either crushed rock or good hard, cle . 
gravel may be used. While tests have shown 
that the former gives as strong a concrete 
as the latter, crushed rock is given the 
preference by many manufacturers. No 
matter which is used, however, of greatest 
importance is the proper proportion of dk 
ferent sized material in the mix. By the 
proper grading of the various sizes of rock 
or gravel and sand, the densest concrete is 
obtained and it has been found that the 
strength of concrete hinges upon its density, 
as it does also upon the class of materials 
used. Because of the deficiency of fine ma- 
terial in the natural sand, the addition of 
from 5 to 10 per cent by weight of rock dust 
is dest able to increase the density of the 
pipe. The size of the rock depends 
thickness of the shell of the pipe. 
Ia no case should it exceed one-half of the

Am advantage claimed for the machine 
tamped pipe is that in this method of manu- 
facture the concrete is on the average some- 
what wetter than in the case of the hand- 
tamped article. 
CURING IS IMPORTANT. 

Curing ig of great importance in deter- 
mining the durability of cement pipe and 
failure to properly cure pipe is one of the 
most common causes of poor pipe. For 
proper curing, the pipe should be kept wet 
until the mortar not only set, but has 
hardened. This usually requires a minimum 
of seven to ten days, but two weeks or 
longer is preferable. An occasional wetting 
is mot enough; the pipe must be kept wet. 
For the first twenty-four and preferably 
forty-eight hours the pipe should be pro 
tected from the sun. A much better job of 
curing can bé had where the pipe is exposed 
to saturated steam for twenty-four to thirty- 
six hours. Pipe cured in this manner can 
be loaded and shipped within forty-cight 
hours after manufacture. Premature setting

Fully ninetenths of the home gardens 
that I have visited are being sprinkled—usu- 
ally omce daily. As the primary object of 
the home garden is economy, any saving in 
water alone is to be considered.

It is ne paying blackmail for a past mis- 
take, the past mistake in this case being the 
improper preparation of the seed bed, and 
the neglect in the conservation of moisture 
through subsequent irrigations.

GROWERS TO UNTTE 
FOR BETTER RATES. 


That the citrus, vegetable, a and de- 
diduous fruit industries of the Pacific Coast 
will combine im a battle to obtain radical 
amendments to the Transportation Act of 
1920 was the statement made public recent- 
ly by ©. C. Teague, president of the Call 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange and of the 
California Walnut Growers’ Association. 
Characterizing the act as the “most vicious 
Federal statue ever enacted,” Teague stated 
that it had brought the heavy tonnage pro- 
ducing industries of the Pacific Coast to the 
verge of ruin. 

The Transportation Act of 1920 authorizes 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to es- 
tablish railroad rate schedulés which will 
earn 6 per cent on the combined 
properties in the United States. 

“By this act the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is charged with fixing rates on 
the shippers of the United States that will 
produce an earning on billions of dollars of 
worthless property,” declared Teague, 
“roads which should never have been built, 
roads which on account of improper location 
or lack of business tributary to them, do 
not, never have and never can, produce an 
earning that would pay interest on their 
cost. 

“This iniquitous Transportation Act pools 
all these worthless railroads,” he continued, 
‘with the good roads of the country and de-

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IN THE FAST YEAR. 
less meat produced, less ex- 
consumed in the United 
year than tm either of the two 
previous years although the consumption in 
1919 amd 1920 varied but little, the great 
change being in the expdérts. «These and 
other facts are brought out in a series of 
tables receatly compiled by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry showing the annual status 


of the meat situation for the calendar years 


1907 to 1920 Inclusive. 


Beef growers made their supreme war 
effort in 1918 and during that year sent to 
market 15,750,400 animals, which yielded 
slightly over 7,500,000,000 pounds of dressed 
beef. This number has never been ap- 
proached before or since. In two years the 
cattle slaughterings have fallen to 12,176,- 


000,000 pounds in beef production, 


The exports of beef products fell from 
728,000,000 pounds in 1918 to 164,000,000 
pounds in 1920. This was to be expected as 
the United States for several years before 
the World War was not a beef-exporting 
country. South America and Australia are 
now the great sources of cheap beef and 
mutton. 


Ten years ago the consumption of beef 
per head of the population in the United 
States is shown to have been 78 pounds: last 
year it was not quite 56% pounds, Beef 
consumption in the American household has 
undergone a great change during this time, 
especially in reducing waste. 

Perhaps the most outstanding feature of 
the drastic meat situation in recent years 
has been the Increase in the production and 
use of veal, the per capita consumption of 
which increased from 5.3 pounds in 1916 to 
8.5 younds in 1920. The demand for calf 
products has caused a steady merease each 
year for the last six years and calves mar- 
keted in 1920 more than doubled the num- 
ber sold in 1914 and 1915. True, the con- 
sumption of veal in 1920 was little more 
than one-seventh that of beef and oneatinth 
that of perk, yet the fact remains that it is 
the only class of domestic meat that has 
annual gain in recent 


The table showing sheep and lamb 
slaughtered is marked by considerable ir- 
regularity. The slaughter was createst 
from 1911 to 1914, after which it declined fo- 
three years, then increased for two years 
and in 1920 again declined. 

Exports and imports of mutton and lamb 
have been almost negligible until last year 
when New Zealand frozen lamb carcasses 
were imported in large quantities, making 
an epoch in the trade. The total weight im 
ported during the year was 101,000,000 
pounds, nearly one-fifth of the total domestic 
production of both mutton and lamb. It is 
not to be assumed, however, that this is the 
beginning of a permanent trade of such 
magnitude. The importations, in a sense, 
were merely an incident due to the war. 
The New Zealand product, as well as that 
from other sources, normally is absorbed by 
the English market, but the unusual condi- 
tions following the war caused the British 
last year to be overstocked and the meat 
found an outlet in this country. This quan- 
tity of lamb, it may be remarked, is of some- 
what less significance on the other side than 
according to figures pre- 
viously published, the average Briton con- 
gsumes relatively about seven times as 
much mutton and lamb as the average 
American, while the average for is 
pearly four times as much. 

Consumption of mutton and lamb in the 


but] United States is only about six pounds per 


person per annum and is very smal] com- 
pared to beef and pork. It is smaller even 
than veal, of which about eight pounds per 
person is consumed. 

Pork production in 1920 fell considerably 
below the high record made in 1919 when 
marketings were unusuallly arge, owing to 
the high prices prevailing during a part of 
that year, including the highest ever paid 
for live hogs. Nevertheless, the consump- 
tion of pork was slightly greater in 1920 be- 
cause of the heavy decrease in exports. The 
exports of bacon and hams fell off more 
than one-half, the totals for these two items 
in round figures being 1,787,000,000 ds 
sent abroad in 1919 and 822,000,000 in 1920. 
The exports of lardy however, almost held 
their own, decreasing only 20 per cent. This 
was because Germany, our second-best cus- 
tomer for this commodity, was again in the 
market for quantity and took 128,000,000 
pounds, which was within less than 1,000,000 
pounds of the total taken by United King- 
dom, always the chief cogsumer. 

The highest recorded production of ali 
meats combined occurred in 1918, when 
slightly over 18,000,000,000 pounds (exclud- 
ing lard) was prepared for home consump- 
tfon and port. In the two succeeding 
years the production declined at the rate of 
1,000,000,000 pounds a year. Owing to de 
creased exports the consumption in 1919 
and 1920 was nearly stationary

MOWING AND CURING. 


The first stage in harvesting hay is mow- 
ing, and here a considerable paving can be 
effected by using the proper size of mower. 
By tar the larger number of farmers use & 
machine that makes a five-foot cut, and 
with this size it is possible to cut but about 
mime acres in a day. If the size of the 
mower is increased to cut an eight-foot 
swath, the same man can do two-thirds more 
work in a day than with a five-foot blade, 
and hie labor charge will be reduced from 
50 cents to 30 cents per acre, according to 
the department's findings, or more than 
enough to justify the investment in the 
larger implement. It is true that the larger 
size will require more power to operate, 
but with the almost upiversa) use of tractors 
this power requirement can be met on the 
average farm, or if animals are depended 
upon an extra horse can be added to the 
team in order to save the man power. 

The quality of hay depends largely upon 
the way in which it is cured, and in thjs cur- 
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travels at the proper speed, 
row rows and is always “on the job.”

For this reason, 
together with the fact of a somewhat wetter 
cement mix being facilitated, machine- 
tamped pipe is usually given the preference. 
STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS. 


For the purpose of improving the stand- 
ards and quality of concrete pipe, an organ- 
ization of Southern California pipe manu- 
facturers was effected a little over a year 
ago. Tiflis association maintains a field de 
partment for the purpose of furnishing ac- 
curate information to prospective pipe users 
concerning their needs in the way of pipe, 
as well as for the laying out of irrigation 
The department has testing equip 
males tests on all sorts of con- 
crete pipe on request, there being no charge 
attached to this service. Every member of 
the association is required to manufacture 
concrete pipe measuring up to the standards 
set by the association and which have been 
adopted by the American Society of Civil 
Engineers. 

The standard specifications adopted by 
the association for reinforced concrete pipe 
are as follows: 


Quality—All pipe shall be first quality. 
free from cracks, or other imperfections that 
are detrimental to the work, and shall be 
dense and tough. 

Dimensions—aAll pipe shall be designated 
by their interior diameters. The length and 
thickness of shell shall be optional. 

Materials All pipe shall be made of first 
quality Portland cement, sand and rock. 
Gravel or broken stone shall all pass a one 
and three-fourths inch screen, but in no 
case shall exceed one-half the thickness of 
the shell of the pipe. All cement used shall 
conform to the latest specifications of the 
American Society for Testing Materials. The 
materials composing the aggregate shall be 
graded to fill voids as nearly as practicable 
and shall be clean and suitable for the work. 
No hydrated lime, alum, soap, asphaltum, 
oll or wate ng compound, or any mate- 
rials other cement, sand, stone and wa- 
ter, will be permitted im the manufacture 
of the pipe. 

Mixing—Mixing shall be done by a ma- 
chine of the batch type and shall be con- 
tinued for at least one minute after all the 
water is added. The amount of clear water 
to a one-sack batch, aggregate being dry, 
must not be less than three gallons for ma- 
chine-made pipe, and not less than six gal. 
lons for hand-tamped pipe. 

Curing— All pipe shall be kept thoroughly 
wet for a period of seven days. It shall bear 
the date of manufacture and shall not be 
sent to the trench until of an age satisfac 
tory to the engineer in charge. 

Testing—Hydrostatic test. Pipe thirty 
days old of the dimensions given in the fol- 
lowing table shall withstand a momentary 
hydrostatic pressure in pounds per square 
inch as follows:

pipe shall be subjected shall be determined 
by dividing the radius into 200 times the 
thickness of the shell. 

The pipe irrespective of its diameter, shall 
show no leakage under a hydrostatic pres- 
sure of fifteen pounds per square inch main- 
tained for a period of five minutes. Water 
merely penetrating the shell of the pipe and 
adhering to its surface shall not be con- 
sidered leakage.

facturer shall provide, without charge to the 
purchaser, all necessary labor and equip 
ment for making the tests epecified for test- 
ing. These tests shall be made under the 
supervision and at the request of the pur- 
chaser or his engineer.

Spain sent numerous armed 
against the islanders, and so did Mexico, 
but they have never been conquered. Owing 
to these numerous wars and their isolation 
from other tribes, their number has, been 
reduced to about 200— perhaps less. Re 
cently, according to reports, they have 
changed their creed of “unmixed blood,” and 
are imtermarrying with Mexicans on the 
mainiand, opposite the island. The braves 
dome in their canoes, steal the senoritas, 
and take them to the island.

The Gulf Coast is alive with fish and game 
of all kinds.’ Bears are numerous, and wild 
hogs, have been seen. These are the re- 
poris brought to the mainland by the Mexi- 
cans, and the very few scientific expeditions 
which gave been permitted to land at the 
“port of entry.” It is not believed that there 
is gold in large quantities in the foothills 
as stated by visitors, for they were not per- 
mitted to go very far inland, and then under 
guard.

COURTHOUSES AND JAILS OF LOS 


J. u. SCANLAND. 


— 


OR a long time the Courthouse and jalis 

of Los Angeles were on the move yet 
they were permanent institutions. And 
it seems that they must again soon change 
locations, or be enlarged. The same over- 
crowded conditions of the jails existed from 
the efirtiest settlement of the pueblo, and 
also the inconvenience of the rooms where 
justice was handed out. It seems that in 
respect of these buildings the city never 
bullt for the future, or was short-sighted in 
its estimate. Consequently, the Court- 
houses and jafis were moved from time to 
time in order to accommodate the increased 
business. The next move should be ‘made 
with a long look torward. 


it ix interesting to compare the succes- 
sion of jails and Courthouses of this city, 
from the pueblo days of the Spaniards, and 
those intervening to the present, when it 
is shown that newer and larger buildings 
are necessary. 


The first jail in the pueblo of Los Angeles. 
was a “cuaftel,” or guard house, bumt in 


1786, at the northeast corner of the plaza, 
at Mais and Marchessault streets. was 
used as a guard house by the Spanisi mi- 
tary garrisön, and as a jail by the civil au- 
thorities. It was a one-story adobe, with 
a tiled roof and iron-barred windows. Po- 
litical prisoners were also confined in the 
jail, for revolutions were frequent. At such 
times, the “cuartel” was over-crowded, and 
it was necessary to put the prisoners ‘to 
work. They could sleep in the yard under 
guard. The alcalde, org Mayor, dispensed 
justice from an adobe on the opposite side 
of the Plaza, north of the church building. 
This jail lasted for- many years, until about 
1340, when, owing to increased population 


And consequently more crimes, the jail was 


removed, or rather another one built 
agaiyst the hill overlooking the pueble and 
just in rear of the building occupied as the. 
St. Elmo Hagel, on the west side of North 
Main street. It was a one-room adobe, flat 
tiled roof and had no cells. The alcalde's 
office was in close touch, situated on the lot 
which was many years afterwards occu- 
pied by the City of Paris store building. This 
jail was too small to accommodate the in- 
creasing number of criminals, and so the 
authorities also put them to work by day, 
aid at night some of them slept outside un- 
der guard. The most desperate criminals 
were chained to a log inside, and to pre 
vent them from walking away with the log, 
and burrowing through the wall, a guard 
was placed over them. There was also @ 
small smooth bore cannon planted near the 
door. One dark and stormy night, Dec. 
9, 1847, the sentinel thought be saw a 
plot for a jail delivery, and it was ordered 
that the cannon be loaded. At the moment, 
the soldier fired at the moving object com- 
ing down the hill, and there was a roar. The 
bull fell dead. But, there was a tragedy. 
The gun-wadding ignited a box of cartridges 
and these exploded, together with the pow- 
der chest, killing four men, ‘wounding 
twelve, and blowing part of the adobe wall 
into the street. These soldiers on duty at 
thie were a detachment of the First Call- 
fornia regiment. 


Another jall was built on the same spot, 


not long before this one was over-crowded, 
and the same method of treating prisoners 
was followed. There was plenty of room out- 
side, and it there was a rain, % much the 
worse for the outside prisoners. There whe 
no paroling prisoners on probation and-thé 
illegal practice of giving them into the cus 
tody of their attorneys was mkv. 

Another jai] was built at San Pedro,anc 
First street, of tw» rooms and of adobe. 
The jailer was named Samuel Whitney, and 
his name should be handed down as an eco- 
nomical official. His salary was $7 à day, 
and he was allowed 5 cents a day for feed- 
ing each prisoner. The food consisted of 
meat and bread, or rice. .This seems to be 
a slim diet for an able-bodied man, but that 
is all the prisoners got. He was not per- 
mitted to have a boarders’ private table. 
nor receive extra pay for furnishing t 
rooms, nor were fancy bed sets, flowers and 
saxophones permitted, This jail had a 
tragic history, it was indicted by the grand 
jury as a “nuisauce,” one of the specifica- 
tiohs being that it obstructed the road lead- 
ing from the Indian village near that place 
to San Pedro. The records do not show 
whether the jail was given suspended 
sentence and paroled, or committed for con- 
tempt. 


The next jail was built on the Phillips 
block, northwest corner of Spring “and 
Franklin streets. Franklin street was given 
the name of “jail street.” It was a long 
adobe, one story. The prisoners were 
turned loose the back yard, there being 
no cells. The jailer lived in the front part 
of the building, the Mayor's office and the 
elerk’s office were also im the front. The 
jailer’s boarding fee was mow increased to 
11 cents for each prisoner, with no perqul-

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Gathering Wild Roses tn the San Bernar- 
Mougtains. 


WILD ROSE AND HER COUSINS. 


UR wild rose has no sister in South- 

ern California, and but one in the 

State, the Redwood Rose (Rosa gym- 

nocarpa) of the North Coast. And 
there seems to be only one other west of 
the Rockies, Fendier'’s rose (R. Fendlerl.) 
These three make up the list of western 
wild roses— quite in contrast, as to number 
of species, with the fifteen east of the Rocky 
Mountains. But if wild rose bas no sisters 
in our region, she has enough cousins of the 
first and second degrees of removal to fully 
make up the deficiency in the matter of 
nearer relatives. 

Rosa Californica, as the botanists call our 
wild rose, is well-named, for she is found in 
every nook and corner of the State. Al- 
though she grows more exuberantly in the 
moist canyons where there is good , soil, yet 
afl she really asks is a little moisture and 
some place to bury her roots. Some of the 
finest displays | have ever seen were where 
the bushes clung to the face of a rocky cliff, 
sinking their roots into narrow crevices thai 
were kept damp with moisture oozing dows 
frmo above. 


Absence of Rain Makes Perfect Roses 
and Strings of /ewels. 


N ACCOUNT of the absence of summer 

rains in Southern California, the buds 
of our wild rose are almost always perfect, 
and open without blemish—so that each 
flower presents a spread of spotiess pink. 
For the same reason, each rose lives long 
before its petals “drop. Each rose, too, 
brings a perfect hip, which colors up some- 
what darker than the flower, but which 
holds its color and freshness for weeks, and 
even months, so that by the end of the sea- 
son there are strings or clusters of “rose- 
apples” which are veritable ropes of jewels, 
and which vie in beauty with the roses 
themselves at their best. 

Everyone should know the California wild 
rose; and there is little excuse for not know- 
ing it, for one has but to go to some rocky 
bluff, or to the opening of a canyon, or to 
the banks of a stream that wanders through 
au arroyo, or to a spring that comes out 
at the base of a foothill. But in those places 
she is not at her best. They who wish to 
see her robed in superlative beauty of bloom 
and crowned in splendor with jewels must 
go far up the canyons to find her thus 
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In the higher parts of the Sierrt 
Madre, and in the San Bernardino aud San 
Jacinto Mountains, «he makes wonderful 
displays, but I have found her just as ff 


splendent high up on the mountains which 


look out over the Pacific at close range 
in Ventura and Santa Barbara counties, and 
even in the Santa Monica Mountains. 

As I hve already remarked, wild rose has 
numerous cousins which make their home 
with her in Southern California.’ These are 
various in name, and some of them are so 


‘‘wéry different in appearance from their pink- 


clad cousin that only a botanist would guess 
they were members of the rose family—one 
of the three or four plant families most 
useful to man. 


eleewhere—in my articles on the “mae 
Foregt”—treated of several of them, yet it 
was from the standpoint of forest-cover, and 
there still remains much to be sald con- 
cefning their floral accomplishments, Some 
of them are first cousins, belonging to the 
rose family, whilg others are now rated as 
second cousi All originally belonged to 
the rose family, but some have peen placed 
in the more recently established peach and 
apple families. To the ordinary vwervor, 
however, their flowers are all ovilt on the 
same plan. 

One of these cousins is the bolly den vod 
cherry (Prunus ilicifolia)—the “Islay” of 
the Spanish. Most persons who are famillar 
with it call it “mountain cherry.” Its leaves 


are so holly-like, however, that “holly-leaved

cousins, four of them, strawberry (Fra 
Faria Californica) raspberry (Rubus leuco- 
dermis, ) blackberry (Rubus vitifolius,) and 
thimbleberry (Rubus parviflorus.) The 
wild strawberry is shy and retiring, and 
consents to mature its fruits only well up 
on the higher mountains where there is 
plenty of moisture. At least two mountains 
that I know of here in Southern California 
are called “Strawberry Peak” because they 

nourish wild strawberries on their slopes.

Seco is not of these. It seems to have 
got itemame from the shape of its summit»

what they found here on the southern moun- 
tains. The vines bloom profusely enough, 
and are quite pretty and attractive in their 
white dress; but as far as fruit is concerned, 
they do not live up to their early promise. 

Our wild blackberry and raspberry are 
not quite so disappointing in the matter of 
fruit, but by no means live up to the expec- 
tations of easterners as to what wild berries 
should be. In lower altitudes on the Troun- 
tains along the sea the blackberry fruits 
fairly well, and if one knows just where to 
go, one may bring in enough berries for a 
pie—after an hour's diligent picking. For 
raspberries you must go pretty well up in 
the interior canyons, where you are almost 
sure to find some in everyone you explore, 
but you will grow hungry with the job of 
gathering enough to make a glass of jelly. 
Both the blackberry and raspberry may be 
classed as successes in the flower line, for 
they produce plenty of bloom. But very few 
persons ever think of them as flowers—they 
are mostly brambles which encumber the 
way. 

The thimbleberry is the real flower“ of 
the berry sisters here in the Southland— 
notwithstanding its botanical name of parvi- 
florus, which I think is not well applied. No 
one who knows it denies it a place in the 
floral list, and some even gather bouquets 
of it to adorn the table of outing camp or 
mountain lodge. Put as a fruit-producer it 
must be classed as a complete failure. There 
are some berries, to be sure, and appar- 
ently of large size; but when you inspect one, 
you find it made up mostly of “hollow in- 
terior,” and you see at once where the berry 
gets its name. Then what there is of the 
berry has a flat, insipid taste—and without 
further argument you vote the thing a fraud. 
Yet its viny bushes are always welcome 
neighbors to our high mountain camps, be- 
cause of their floral beauty. The pure white 
flowers are almost as large as wild roses, 
and séen against the tangled mass of vines 
that covers some high sloping bank, they 
make a fine and pleasing display. 


The Service Berry is a Second 
Cousin of the Rose. 


NOTHER “berry” cousin of the rose 

that we sometimes come across in the 
higher mountains is the service berry (Ama- 
lamchier venulosa.) It is only a second- 
cousin, however, and is placed by some bota- 
nists in the apple family—al! the flowers of 
which, by the way, are really roses. A 
though the service berry is a common shrub 
in Northern California and throughout the 
Northwest generally, there dre only a few 
places here in the South where it grows. 
One locality is on the north slope of the San 
Antonio Mountains. It is also to be found 
at a number of places in the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains. 

This rambling dissertation on the cousins 
of the wild rose necessarily takes me into 
the realm of the chaparral, where we find 
them liberally represented. Although I have 
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HE holly-leaved cherry has a twin sister 
(Prunus Lyon!) that is found only on 
Catalina Island. The two seem identical in 
flower and fruit, but the island sbrub has 
smooth-edged leaves which are quite in con- 
trast with those of the mainland form. 

Another cherry coufin of the rose is the 
chokecherry (Padus demissa.) It, too is a 
generous bloomer; and, as it grows in 
thickets, it presents billows of white about 
April or early May on some of the mountain 
Hats in the upper part of the chaparral belt. 
The trim little treeg, seldom over six or 
seven feet tall, are_no less attractive along 
in September or October, when they are 
loaded with shiny black fruit.” 

Sveral of wild rose’s first cousins among 
the chapparal shrubs have such small flow- 
ers that their rose-structure does not make 
itself manifest to the casual observer. On 
most of these, however, the bloom mes 
forth in such countless numbers that the 
floral display is both showy and pleasing. 
The most widely-spread, and also the most 
plentiful, of these shrubs is “chamise” 
(Adenostoma fasciculatum,) or “grease- 
wood as it is frequently called. This elfin- 
tree of five, or six-foot stature often covers 
square miles at a stretch, with scarely any 
other shrub included, whitening the moun- 
tainside as with a fall of snow—in June, 
which is its -blooming time. 


“Redshahk” (Adenostema sparsifolium) 
is the chamise’s only sister. The shrub is 
more robust, but scantier of leaf, than the 
chamise. Redshank gets its name from the 
color of its trunk and branches, which are 
covered with loose, stringy shreds of old 
bark that is continually falling away and 
exposing the new warm-reddish growth be- 
neath. Although its fldwers are somewhat 


larger than those of the chamise, they sel- 


The 
shrub occurs only in the southern part of 
the chaparral belt, and ie not nearly as 
plentiful there as the chamise. It is found 
only in one or two places north fo Orange 
county—one place being near Saddle Peak 
in the Santa Monica Mountains.

UR “California holly” is cousin to 

rose. Although everybody is A 
with its bright red berries, and 
them easily recognize the shrub during the 
late fall and winter, yet very few know it in 
the spring and summer, after the berries are 
gone. And when it comes into flower about 
June or early July, many persons wonder 
what the shrub is that is so generously cov- 
ered with white -hloom. _Scarcely anyone, 
other than botanists, dreams that the fluw- 
ers are roselike in structure. While the 
flowers are small, and individually are not 
conspicuously endowed with beauty; yet the 
“ensemble” effect of the cluster is pleasing; 
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is exceedingly attractive. However, the 
shrub is quite apt to have one reprehensible 
habit that of not opening its flowers simul- ~ 
taneously, but straggling along for several 
days, or even weeks, thus presenting a 
rather untidy appearance. Altogether, how- 
ever, take it the year round, it is a distinct 
addition to our foothill and lower mountain 
landscapes. Its botanical same is Hetero 
meles arbutifolia. ‘ 


“Mountain mahogany”~—so-called from its 
dark  heart-wood—is another chaparral 
shrub of the rose family. 
small, inconspicuous, and lacking in beauty 
—and are never included in the list of wild 
flowers, in the common acceptation of the 
term Cércocarpus is its generic name, and 
there are two species common throughout 
the south, betulaefolius of the foothills and 
lower parts of the mountains, and ledifolius 
of the higher altitudes.

NE of the easiest ways to learn what 

is good and what is bad from an artis- 
the viewpoint is to look at the highest class 
of wares that can be found in stores or else- 
where—even pictures help much—and then 
in buying for our own homes, if we cannot 
afford the expensive articles, at least pur- 
chase their nearest duplicates in the cheaper 
article. Remember that simplicity is une of 
the rst requisites of beauty. Long sweep- 
ing lines, not lines that continually caang>- 
their direction, are best. As a rule, avoid 
vases with big, earlike handles, and with re- 
Hef decorations. Beth of these features are 
usually stuck on with joyful abandon, pro- 
Gucing a result that is calculated to keep a 
whole generation in the abysses of an art- 
Wess Hades. 


Everyone should be able ta own a vise 
charming in form and also in Color. There 
is no reason why pottery vase; should not 
‘be used to Wecorate & room as much as a 
painting placed on the wall. A table, a 
stand, the top of a bookcase or of a desk, 
and a mantel-piece call for something to 
hold quite as insistently.as does a wall for 
a picture. In fact I am not sure that there

Buy vases with a thought toward practica- 
bility as well as toward line and color. As 
a matter of fact few vases are beautiful 
that are not practical, although I am sure we 
all know exceptions to this. Doubtless we 
are sometimes not able to see the beauty in 
@ vase that is not practical because we buy 
with a visualization of it as a holder of 
flowers. This is as it should be Yet, at 
the same time, I do not agrge with those in- 
terior decorators who advocate the removal 
of a vase when it is not in use as a recep 
tacle. As I have already stated, a vase has 
un art value all its own, and is legitimately 
used as an ornament. On the other haad, it 
is obligatory upon a genuine vase that it 
may be used as a receptacle for flowers. 
(Not in any case as a holder of that horror 
of horrors—artificially colored eucalyptus 
leaves.) 


The Adaptation of Means to 
Ends is Always Important. 


N CONSIDERING the pract y of vases 

many things are to be th tot. How 
unfortunate to have a vase with a large 
bowl, and a neck so small that it will re- 
ceive only a few stems, throwing the whole 
object entirely out of balance with sek 
when a tiny bunch of flowers is placed in it. 
This gives it an even more ridiculous ap- 
pearance than a small vase presents when 
it is outbalanced by an immense bouquet. 

Many vases are made with bases so small 
that they are easily overtipped. Of course 
this difficulty may be obviated in opaque 
Ware by the use of buckshot. But it is 
better to avoid the difficulty rather than try 
te remedy it. 
is as bad as is a top-heavy house. It ie due 
to bad judgment on the part of the designer. 

Again, some vases are so made that al- 
though they pass muster in every’ other way 
they hold so little water that flowers placed
